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What  Future  for  the  USSR? 


Last  Summer 
in  Moscow

Having  once  been  the  youngest  person  in 
Soviet  studies  -  my  first  article  in  a  learned 
journal  was  published  when  I  was  23  -  I  find 
it  hard  to  get  used  to  the  idea  that  I  am  now 
a  senior  American  Sovietologist.  And  so  I 
felt  flatttered  when,  this  past  summer,  a 
large  group  of  Soviet  youth,  engaged  in  a  . 
major  social  experiment,  "adopted"  me,  and 
permitted  me  to  tape  their  very  free-wheeling 
meetings.  No  one  sought  to  "frame"  me  (I 
think  about  what  Daniloff  claims)  nor  cut 
off  my  remarks  nor  even  offer  verbal  objec- 
tions when,  in  answering  questions  following 
a  lecture  I  gave,  1  expressed  strong  criticism 
of  many  things  in  their  country. 

Most  were  male,  and  1  told  them  that  the 
patronizing  and  condescending  attitude  of 
most  Soviet  men  toward  women  is  atrocious 
and  totally  at  variance  with  their  country's 
laws  and  the  splendid  opportunities  it  offers 
women  in  education,  the  professions,  and 
social  services  such  as  child-care.  Most  of 
those  I  addressed  were  ethnically  Russian,  and 
I  told  them  that  the  refusal  of  Soviet  anthro- 
pologists to  study  non-territorial  nationalities 
such  as  the  Jews  was  bad  science  and  terribly 
bad  politics. 

1  told  them  that  Russians  could  compete 
for  the  world  championships  in  two  human 
characteristics:  "soul"  on  the  positive  side, 
and  inefficiency  on  the  negative. 

This  all  took  place  in  the  headquarters 
building  of  the  Young  Communist  League 
in  Moscow,  to  which  most  of  those  present 

-  not  all  -  belonged.  When  it  was  over, 
they  wrote  me  a  warm  personal  inscription 
on  a  copy  of  the  principles  of  their  movement 
(which  calls  for  semi-communal  housing 
complexes  for  young  marrieds  with  children 

-  whose  first  national  conference  had  just 
drawn  3000  delegates  from  all  over  the 
country). 

I  did  not  know  that  this  Youth  Housing 
Complex  movement  existed,  and  no  official 
had  pointed  me  in  that  direction.  The  man 
who  did,  Joseph  Goldin,  had  repeatedly  been 
sent  to  psychiatric  hospitals  under  the  pre- 
Gorbachev  administration  by  very  high 
bureaucrats  who  could  not  understand  that 
he  took  the  "bill  of  rights"  in  the  Soviet 
constitution  seriously.  Today  he  is  the  Soviet- 
end  organizer  of  a  video-phone  link  with  the 
U.S.,  our  end  being  headquartered  in  San 
Francisco,  with  Occidental  Petroleum  as  its 
first  commercial  customer. 

These  are  two  examples  of  the  new  open- 
ness under  Gorbachev,  to  which  I  was  infor 
mal  witness.  Informal  is  the  key  word.  I  had 
told  the  Soviet  Consulate  in  San  Francisco 
that  I  had  wanted  permission  (one  still  needs 
permission)  to  live  in  Moscow  for  several 
months  with  my  wife  simply  to  "smell 
around,"  and  we  got  it. 

We  lived  just  a  block  away  from  the  im- 
mense main  gallery  of  the  Moscow  branch  of 
the  Artists'  Association  (usually  called 
"union,"  but  it  is  a  professional  society  one 
needs  an  invitation  to  join).  We  planned  to  see 
the  current  show,  but  on  the  afternoon  we  set 
aside  for  that,  we  found  a  sign  on  the  door 
reading  "Membership  Meeting  Today.  Admis- 
sion by  Membership  Card  Only."  No  one  was 
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posted  at  the  door,  so  we  walked  in.  As  we 
looked  at  the  art,  people  were  busy  setting  up 
chairs:  certainly  a  couple  of  hundred.  They 
were  soon  filled,  and  about  a  hundred  more 
people  stood  throughout  the  meeting  that 
followed.  I  remained  for  three  hours,  witness- 
ing as  democratic  a  meeting  as  I  have  seen  in 
half  a  century  as  a  very  active  individual. 
The  issue  before  the  house  was  of  as  much 
concern  to  the  Soviet  public  as  the  Vietnam 
Memorial  in  Washington  or  the  centennial  of 
the  Statue  of  Liberty.  There  is  still  no  nation- 
wide World  War  II  monument  in  Moscow,  and 
a  competition  had  been  held  and  a  winning 
design  selected.  The  government  appropriated 


a  large  sum  of  money  to  built  it,  of  which 
nearly  one  third  had  already  been  spent  to 
level  and  clear  the  site. 

However,  when  a  large-scale  model  was 
put  on  exhibit  near  Gorky  Park,  the  public 
outcry  against  it  had  been  deafening.  The 
poet  Voznesensky,  the  equivalent  of  a  super- 
star in  the  USSR,  had  attacked  it  at  the  recent 
Writers'  Congress,  which,  in  that  literature- 
crazy  country  is  second  in  importance  only  to 
a  convention  of  the  Communist  Party. 

The  design  itself  is  just  one  more  mass  of 
huge  soldiers,  workers,  and  peasants  around  a 
huge  shaft  toped  by  a  huge  flag  and  flanked 
by  huge  exhibit  buildings.  Twenty  years  ago, 


people  accepted  that  sort  of  monument  when 
one  in  a  similar  style  was  built  on  the  site  of 
the  Battle  of  Stalingrad.  But  tastes  have  ad- 
vanced, and  a  mere  repetition  no  longer 
moves  them.  Because  the  Second  World  War 
was  truly  a  Calvary  to  the  Soviet  people,  who 
lost  50  times  as  many  lives  as  we  did,  they 
want  a  design  that  will  be  both  a  worthy  re- 
membrance and  a  pledge  that  it  will  never 
happen  again. 

The  meeting  had  a  presiding  body  of  four. 
The  chair  opened  by  asking  the  crowd,  whom 
he  simply  assumed  to  consist  of  members  of 
the  Association,  how  much  time  should  be 
.given  to  each  person  who  wanted  the  floor. 
Someone  proposed  five  minutes,  someone 
else  seven,  and  the  issue  was  decided  by  a 
show  of  hands.  There  was  no  display  of 
membership  cards  called  at  any  time.  This  is 
in  sharp  contrast  to  the  pre-Gorbachev  days 
when  somebody,  at  all  meetings  of  all  kinds, 
would  give  a  cut-and-dried  "speech  from  the 
throne,"  laying  down  the  line.  A  few  speak- 
ers, usually  pre-selected  and  chosen  for  their 
rank  and  title  (or  at  least  prestige),  would 
follow,  explaining  why  the  official  line  was 
right.  The  vote  would  be  unanimous,  and 
everybody  would  go  home. 

Back  in  Stalin's  day,  the  penalty  for 
bucking  the  "line"  was  fearsome.  By  the  time 
of  Brezhnev,  it  was  simply  taken  for  granted 
that  that  was  what  a  meeting  was  like.  This 
one,  though,  was  as  totally  opposite  as  could 
be  imagined. 

There  was  only  one  prepared  presentation, 
and  it  was  brief,  merely  a  factual  review  of 
the  history  of  the  project,  essential  in  order 
that  the  body  could  discuss,  with  knowledge, 
the  state  of  affairs.  The  speakers  who 
followed  were  called  upon  in  the  sequence  in 
which  they  handed  up  their  names  -  as  was 
plainly  seen.  If  they  exceeded  their  allotted 
time,  there  were  shouts  of  "Point  of  Order" 
and  the  chair  would  courteously  tell  the 
speaker  to  come  down.  Sometimes,  particular- 
ly if  the  speaker  was  elderly  or  insisted  upon 
the  need  for  more  time,  the  chair  allowed 
them  to  finish.  No  one  took  advantage  to 
any  degree  that  caused  a  hassle. 

But  most  important  to  me,  with  my  know- 
ledge of  the  previous  tradition,  was  the  fact 
that  no  one  was  pompously  introduced  as 
"Member  of  the  Academy  of  Arts"  or  "Win- 
ner of  the  Lenin  Prize,"  or  whatever,  but 
simply  as  "painter,"  "sculptor,"  "architect," 
"critic."  One  art  journalist  pointed  to  two 
men  in  suits  in  the  first  and  second  rows, 
identified  them  as  top  officials  of  the  Ministry 
of  Culture  and  of  the  Artists'  Association, 
and  said  they  ought  to  be  brought  td  trial  for 
wasting  23,000,000  of  the  peoples'  money  on 
the  preparatory  work.  I  had  to  leave  for  an 
appointment  before  any  vote  was  taken,  but 
the  sense  of  the  meeting  was  overwhelmingly 
a  demand  for  discarding  the  design  and  hold- 
ing a  new  open  competition. 

A  couple  of  days  later,  the  thrice-weekly 
national  newspaper,  Soviet  Culture,  carried  a 
selection  of  letters,  reflecting  exactly  what  I 
head  heard.  A  week  later,  every  paper  front- 
paged a  joint  decision  by  the  Central  Commit- 
tee of  the  Communist  Party  and  the  govern- 
ment accepting  precisely  what  the  artists  had 
demanded,  and  saying  that  the  decision  was  in 
response  to  public  opinion. 

My  personal  observations  at  these  meet- 
ings was  simply  confirmation  of  what  every- 
one could  see  in  national  TV:  programs  in 
-  which  ordinary  citizens  denounced  top  offici- 
als on  issues  of  housing  and  on  the  right  of 
young  people  to  organize  leisure-time  clubs 
free  of  bureaucratic  takeovers.  I  was  in  the 
studio  audience  for  the  second  of  these,  and 
the  spontaneity  of  the  young  people's  com- 
ments was  obvious. 

This  is  the  Gorbachev  era,  and  he  has  been 
personally  campaigning,  all  over  the  country, 
for  the  people  to  learn  to  use  democracy: 
,cWe  up  top  can't  do  it  all.  Decide  things  for 
yourselves!" 

Will  he  succeed?  Lenin  tried,  but  died 
young.  Stalin  fell  back  to  the  tsarist  tradition 
of  government  by  brutality.  Khrushchev  tried, 
but  was  ousted  by  Brezhnev,  who  wanted  no 
deep-rooted  change.  Now  Gorbachev  is  there, 
and  he  has  to  change  the  habits  of  centuries, 
in  the  people,  the  office  holders  and  the 
executives. 

Well  know  the  answer  in  fifteen  years.

Last  month,  I  suffered  a  terrible  personal  loss.  .  .my  father  passed 
away.  Not  long  before,  I  lost  my  mother  and  the  sense  of  being  orphaned 
has  overwhelmed  me.  I  am  grateful  that  I  had  both  my  parents  until  I  was 
well  into  my  forties,  a  time  not  available  to  all  families.  But  no  matter 
when  it  happened,  I  was  not  ready  and  the  suddenness  of  my  Dad's  death 
caught  me  totally  unprepared.  If  you  will  indulge  me  for  a  few  brief 
thoughts,  I'd  appreciate  it. 

My  parents  were  totally  supportive  of  virtually  everything  I  did,  includ- 
ing giving  up  a  successful  law  practice  to  manage  KPFA.  They  were  not  ec- 
static about  it,  mind  you,  or  even  overly  enthusiastic.  But  they  were  under- 
standing and  even  became  subscribers.  The  last  check  my  mother  wrote 
was  to  KPFA,  and  on  top  of  my  father's  desk  I  found  a  renewal  notice 
from  the  station.  They  lived  in  St.  Louis,  Missouri.  .  .and  their  support 
was  not  due  to  listening,  but  simply  because  of  affection  for  their  only 
child.  I  think  about  it  now  simply  as  a  symbol  of  the  kind  of  encourage- 
ment and  tolerance  they  surrounded  me  with.  They  spoiled  me,  and  I 
hope  I  can  spoil  my  two  year  old  daughter  in  just  the  same  style. 

When  I  returned  to  the  station  in  December,  it  felt  in  many  respects 
like  my  familial  home.  The  affection  and  comfort  I  received  from  the  staff 
was  heartwarming.  Both  here  and  in  the  national  office,  staff  have  offered 
overwhelming  support  and  kindness,  and  I  am  very  grateful. 

The  Crafts  Fair  served,  for  me,  as  a  great  distraction.  We  did  very  weJJ 
once  again:  over  12,000  attended  the  Fair.  The  fact  that  attendance  was 
spread  evenly  over  the  four  days,  and  there  was  so  much  room  at  Hink's 
made  it  the  easiest  fair  to  attend. 


It  was  also  the  smoothest  run  fair  in  my  history  at  KPFA  and  I  think 
that's  because  I  had  nothing  to  do  with  it.  Nancy  Guinn,  this  year's  coor- 
dinator and  now  the  station's  permanent  staff  member  in  charge  of  the 
fair,  did  a  bang-up  job.  She's  a  former  coordinator,  and  a  crafts  person,  so 
she  was  obviously  well  qualified.  But  her  administration  of  the  fair  went 
beyond  my  expectations.  Things  went  without  a  hitch  (or  crisis)  right 
from  the  beginning.  Many  thanks  also  go  to  Eve  Buckner  and  Marci  Lock- 
wood  for  assistance,  Maria  Gilardin  for  publicity,  Joel  Sachs  and  Bert 
McGuire  for  preparing  Hink's,  Ken  Ellis  and  the  entire  engineering  staff 
for  electrical  creativity  and,  of  course,  all  the  crafts  people  for  their  de- 
lightful participation. 

KPFA  will  once  again  be  beginning  the  new  year  in  fairly  good  finan- 
cial shape.  We  are  current  in  our  bills  and  look  forward  to  the  FRESH 
START  direct  mail  campaign  and  February  marathon  to  get  1987  off  to  a 
solid  beginning. 

We'll  be  airing  the  House  and  Senate  hearings  on  the  Iran/Contra  Arms 
Scandal  during  January  and  February.  Dan  Colleson,  Bureau  Chief  for  Pa- 
cifica Radio  News,  will  be  spearheading  our  efforts  to  cover  the  hearings, 
and  Philip  Maldari  will  be  leading  our  own  collective  efforts  at  KPFA. 

On  behalf  of  the  entire  staff,  I  would  like  to  thank  you  for  your 
generous  support  during  the  past  year  and  wish  all  of  you  a  happy  and 
peaceful  new  year!!!

My  favorite  programs  (IVe  listened  to  and 
supported  Pacifica  '64  to  76  at  KPFK,  and 
now  KPFA  since  '76  ):  Folk  music  with 
Tom  Diamant  Nancy  Guinn  and  Gerda  Daly, 
Western  music  with  Mary  Tilson,  Chris  Strach- 
witz,  AM  readings,  Jennifer  Stone, New  Hori- 
zons, 0-Dark -Hundred. 

Now  some  suggestions:  1 .  All  interlude  is  too 
loud  probably  because  they  leave  the  volume 
the  same.

Legal  Briefs: 


Protecting 
The  Press

This  past  May,  the  San  Francisco  Examin- 
er printed  a  series  of  articles  describing  how 
Richard  Lee,  19,  had  been  wrongfully  con- 
victed of  a  1972  murder  in  San  Francisco's 
Chinatown.  The  state's  key  witness  against 
Lee  had  been  Thomas  Porter,  Lee's  cellmate 
in  San  Francisco  County  Jail.  Porter  testified 
at  the  trial  that  Lee  had  confessed  to  the  kill- 
ing during  conversations  in  their  ceU,  and  Lee 
was  convicted  and  sentenced  to  life  imprison- 
ment. 

Lee's  conviction  came  after  a  series  of 
highly  publicized  killings  in  Chinatown  that 
prompted  then-Mayor  Joseph  Alioto  to  ask 
for  immediate  police  action  to  make  the 
streets  safe  for  the  public,  According  to  the 
Examiner  articles,  which  were  written  by  staff 
reporter  Raul  Ramirez  with  the  assistance  of 
free-lance  investigative  journalist  Lowell  Berg- 
man, the  case  against  Lee  had  been  extremely 
weak,  Porter's  testimony  had  been  "fabricat- 
ed" by  Assistant  District  Attorney  Pierre 
Merle,  and  Porter  had  agreed  to  perjure  him- 
self only  after  he  was  threatened  by  San  Fran- 
cisco Police  Inspectors-  lxank  McCoy  and 
Edward  Erdelatz,  Jr.  The  reporters  wrote  that 
Porter  had  "repudiated"  his  testimony  in  a 
sworn  affidavid. 

Merle,  McCoy  and  Erdelatz  sued  Ramirez, 
Bergman  and  the  Hearst  Corporation  (which 
owns  the  Examiner),  claiming  that  the  articles 
had  damaged  their  reputations.  In  support  of 
their  case,  they  pointed  out  that  two  months 
after  the  Examiner  articles  appeared,  investi- 
gators from  the  California  Attorney  General's 
office  obtained  a  second  affidavit  from 
Thomas  Porter.  At  that  time,  Porter  was  in  a 
halfway  house  in  Kansas.  In  this  second  affi- 
davit, Porter  said  that  he  had  lied  in  his  pre- 
vious affidavit  and  that  no  one  had  threatened 
him  or  forced  him  to  give  false  testimony  at 
Richard  Lee's  trial.  The  jury  awarded  Merle, 
McCoy  and  Erdelatz  $4,560,000  in  damages. 

Six  weeks  ago,  the  California  Supreme 
Court  reversed  the  judgement.  Since  Merle, 
McCoy  and  Erdelatz  were  public  officials, 
they  were  required  to  prove  that  the  articles 
were  written  with  actual  malice  i.e.,  with  the 
knowledge  that  they  were  false,  or  with  reck- 
less disregard  for  whether  they  were  false  or 
not.  The  court  found  that  Porter  had  conned 
Bergman  (who  conducted  the  initial  investi- 
gation), apparently  in  an  effort  to  obtain  the 
reporter's  help  in  getting  out  of  an  unserved 
sentence  still  pending  against  Porter  in  Cali- 
fornia. The  court  noted  that  Bergman  may 
have  been  "foolish  and  even  grossly  negligent," 
in  dealing  with  Porter,  and  particularly  in 


talking  with  him  about  the  unserved  sentence 
at  the  same  time  he  was  asking  Porter  to 
swear  to  his  accusations  in  an  affidavit.  But 
the  Court  held  that  it  did  not  appear  that 
Bergman  actually  knew  the  affidavit  was  false, 
or  had  reckless  disregard  for  whether  or  not  it 
was  false  at  the  time  the  articles  were  pub- 
lished. In  fact,  there  had  been  complaints 
about  serious  misconduct  by  Merle,  McCoy, 
and  Erdelatz  in  other  cases,  and  it  was  reason- 
able for  Bergman  to  give  credence  to  Porter's 
story. 

Of  particular  interest  is  the  California  Su- 
preme Court's  discussion  of  the  role  of  the 
press  in  ferreting  out  official  misconduct: 

The  Constitution  specifically  selected 
the  press.  .  .to  play  an  important  role 
in  the  discussion  of  public  affairs.  Thus 
the  press  serves  and  was  designed  to 
serve  as  a  powerful  antidote  to  any 
abuses  of  power  by  governmental  offi- 
cials and  as  a  constitutionally  chosen 
means  for  keeping  officials  elected  by 
the  people  responsible  to  all  the  peo- 
ple whom  they  were  elected  to  serve. 

The  press  is  "our  citizenry's  single  mosi 
important  check  on  governmental  misconduct 
and  secrecy,"  since  informed  public  opinion  is 
"the  most  potent  of  all  restraints"  upon 
governmental  wrongdoing  or  mismanage- 
ment." 

Even  when  the  press  makes  mistakes,  as  it 
did  in  this  case,  the  investigative  function  of 
the  press  is  so  important  that  reporters  and 
publishers  will  not  be  held  liable  unless  they 
knowingly  report  lies  or  publish  despite  seri- 
ous doubts  as  to  the  truthfulness  of  the  infor- 
mation: 'The  public's  interest  in  reports  of 
official  misconduct,  even  if  they  are  factually 
erroneous  and  damaging,  outweighs  the  repu- 
tational  interest  of  any  individual." 

Indeed,  the  greater  the  misconduct,  the 
more  important  the  investigation.  As  more 
information  surfaces  about  the  Reagan  Ad- 
ministration's sale  of  arms  to  Iran  and  diver- 
sion of  funds  to  the  contras  (and  some  in 
Washington  blame  the  press  for  the  scandal), 
it  is  important  to  keep  in  mind  the  court's 
central  admonition:  constitional  protection 
of  the  press  is  "founded  upon  the  assumption 
that  corruption  at  all  levels  of  government, 
including  those  branches  charged  with  en- 
forcement and  prosecution  of  the  penal  laws, 
exists  and  needs  to  be  aired."

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Ligeti  Wins 

The  Grawemeyer  Award

The  University  of  Louisville  is  making 
waves  in  the  world  of  classical  music  with  its 
annual  $150,000  Grawemeyer  Award,  given 
this  past  November  11th  to  composer  Gyorgy 
Ligeti.  The  Hungarian-born  composer,  now  an 
Austrian  citizen  living  in  Hamburg  and  Vien- 
na, was  the  second  to  benefit  from  the  gen- 
erosity of  retired  industrialist  and  U.L.  gradu- 
ate Charles  Grawemeyer.  Last  year,  the  prize 
went  to  the  distinguished  Polish  composer 
Witold  Lutoslawski  who  appeared  here  last 
month  in  a  week  devoted  to  his  music  by  the 
San  Francisco  Symphony. 

On  January  15th,  at  9:00  am  on  the  Morn- 
ing Concert,  111  give  a  full  report  on  the  pro- 
ceedings two  months  ago  in  Kentucky,  includ- 
ing highlights  of  the  all-Ligeti  concert,  which 
included  the  composer's  1985  prize-winning 
composition,  a  set  of  six  piano  etudes.  These 
electrifying  pieces,  marking  a  new  direction 
for  the  composer,  will  be  heard  in  perform- 
ances by  Volker  Banfield,  the  young  German 
pianist  who  was  present  to  play  them  for  a 
capacity  audience  at  the  University's  School 
of  Music  Recital  Hall.  Also  on  the  program 
were  the  Ten  Pieces  for  Wind  Quintet  (1968), 
Atmospheres  for  Large  Orchestra  (1981),  and 
the  Trio  for  Horn,  Violin  and  Piano.  (1982). 
The  idea  of  a  major  award  in  the  field  of 
music  was  the  brainchild  of  Charles  Grawe- 
meyer, a  successful  Louisville  businessman 
who  graduated  from  the  University's  engineer- 
ing school  in  1934.  In  retrospect,  Grawe- 
meyer said  he  would  have  appreciated  more 
exposure  to  the  arts  and  humanities,  and  in 
starting  his  program,  he  decided  to  fund  an 
award  on  the  scale  of  the  Nobel  Prize,  but  in 
an  area  for  which  no  such  prize  is  awarded. 
Although  the  project  began  with  music  com- 
position, Grawemeyer  intends  to  expand  the 
scope  with  additional  annual  awards  in  other 
fields,  including  religion,  politics,  psychology 
and  education.  And  in  order  that  the  winning 
composer  is  encouraged  to  keep  on  working, 
the  prize  is  given  out  at  the  rate  of  $30,000 
per  year  —  enough  to  keep  the  recipient's 
time  free  from  outside  labors,  but  insufficient 
to  offer  premature  retirement  from  the  rat- 
race  as  an  attractive  alternative. 

The  relatively  quiet  city  of  Lousville 
(pop.  600,000)  is  the  home  of  the  famed 
Churchill  Downs  racetrack,  host  of  the  annual 
Kentucky  Derby.  Aside  from  horses  and  to- 
bacco, the  point  of  civic  pride  has  been  the 
local  University  basketball  team,  which  gar 
nered  national  championships  in  1980  and 
1986.  The  Louisville  Orchestra,  in  the  past 
three  decades,  has  attracted  national  atten- 
tion by  starting  a  project  to  commission  and 
record  compositions  by  a  lengthy  roster  of 
distinguished  composers. 

But  now  the  University  has  produced, 
through  these  awards,  an  assured  annual 
attraction.  This  is  a  major  feather  in  the  cap 
of  the  oldest  municipal  university  in  this 
country  -  founded  in  1798. 

The  importance  of  the  award  was  under- 
scored by  Ligeti's  visit  from  Hamburg.  During 
a  1985  interview  recorded  at  his  home,  the 
composer  told  me  that,  due  to  his  five  year 
long  battle  with  high  blood  pressure,  he 
would  be  unable  to  ever  again  fly  to  this 
country.  (In  1972,  he  had  been  working  at 
Stanford  University  with  John  Chowning  at 
the  Computer  Music  Center).  But,  as  Ligeti 
observed  in  Louisville,  the  award's  existence 
provides  an  inspiration  that  brings  recognition 
to  the  labors  of  composers  in  general.  And  in-

deed,  although  he  himself  will  spend  almost 
all  of  the  award  assisting  such  causes  as 
Amnesty  International  and  bringing  promising 
young  Hungarian  composers  to  the  West  to 
study,  Ligeti  made  it  a  point,  even  at  risk  to 
his  delicate  health,  to  make  the  trip  with  his 
wife  and  son. 

In  Louisville,  he  was  met  by  a  large  coterie 
of  admirers  and  former  students.  Roberto 
Sierra,  the  Puerto  Rican  composer  who 
worked  in  Europe  with  Ligeti,  made  the  trip 
as  did  other  composers  from  the  U.S.  and 
Europe  who  had  studied  with  the  award-win- 
ner.  Guitarist/composer  Henry   Kaiser,  who 


has'been  highly  influenced  by  Ligeti's  textural 
essays  for  Orchestra,  flew  to  Kentucky,  sup- 
posing that  this  might  be  the  only  time  he 
might  see  this  charismatic  teacher  and  col- 
league. Australian  composer  Vincent  Plush  re- 
arranged his  itinerary  to  attend.  And  from 
Mexico  City,  the  composer  whose  work  has 
completely  rejuvinated  Ligeti's  own,  Cordon 
Nancarrow,  appeared  for  a  rare  reunion. 
Ligeti  had  discovered  Nancarrow's  complex 
and  rhythmically  spectacular  player  piano 
studies  by  chance  in  a  Parisian  record  store  in 
1980,  and  found  common  points  of  inspira- 
tion and  new  directions  to  explore  with  them. 


Ligeti  and  Nancarrow  have  since  become  close 
friends,  maintaining  a  mutually -satisfying 
long  distance  relationship.  And  Kaiser  was  in- 
strumental in  helping  Ligeti  secure  a  contract 
for  Nancarrow  to  record  his  complete  player 
piano  studies  with  Wergo  Records  (whose 
Peter  Hanser-Strecker  had  made  the  trip  from 
Mainz  for  the  event).  Kaiser's  pay-off  for  ser- 
vices rendered  was  to  have  his  electric  guitar 
autographed  by  Ligeti  and  Nancarrow  -  sure- 
ly the  only  such  instrument  in  the  world. 
As  to  the  winning  composition  -  the 
Piano  Etudes  by  Gyorgy  Ligeti:  these  six 
short  works  are  brilliant  studies  of  monumen- 
tal difficulty  for  the  performer.  The  titles  are: 
Disorder,  Open  Strings,  Blocked  Keys,  Fan- 
ares,  Rainbow,  and  Autumn  in  Warsaw. 
One  of  Ligeti's  aims  in  this  set  of  pieces  is 
produce  the  illusion  of  simultanous  different 
speeds,  performed  by  only  one  artist  -  the 
piano  soloist.  Taking  his  inspiration  from  the 
polymetric  music  of  Sub-Saharan  Africa  and 
the  player  piano  studies  of  Nancarrow  (see 
article  in  December  1986  K?F A  Folio),  Ligeti 
devised  a  method  for  the  performer  to  play 
shifting  accents  in  the  left  and  right  hands  (in 
the  sixth  piece)  which  appear  to  be  impossib- 
ly out  of  phase.  This  music  is  inspired  by  a 
different  interest  of  Ligeti's. 

"I  have  always  had  an  interest  in  picture- 
puzzles,"  the  composer  writes,  "paradoxes  of 
perception  and  ideas,  for  certain  aspects  of 
the  shaping  and  building  of  form,  for  growth 
and  transformation  and  for  the  distinction 
between  various  levels  of  abstraction  in 
thought  and  language.  Furthermore,  I  am  very 
partial  to  the  works  of  Lewis  Carroll,  Maurits 
Escher,  Saul  Steinberg,  Franz  Kafka,  Boris 
Vian,  Sandor  Weores,  Jorge  Luis  Borges  and 
Douglas  R.  Hofstadter.  Since  the  beginning  of 
the  1980's  this  list  of  stimulating  interests  has 
been  extended  to  include.  .  .Benoit  Mandel- 
brot's fascinating  "fractals,"  [Fractal  geomet- 
ry proposed  that  all  physical  objects  can  be 
conceived  as  consisting  of  smaller  and  smaller 
similar  shapes.] 

"It  would  however  be  inappropriate  to  as- 
sume that  my  piano  etudes  are  a  direct  result 
of  these  musical  and  extra-musical  influences. 
By  revealing  my  interests  and  inclinations,  I 
am  merely  indicating  the  intellectual  environ- 
ment in  which  I  work  as  a  composer.  More- 
over, in  my  music  one  finds  neither  that 
which  one  might  call  the  'scientific'  nor  the 
*mathematical'  but  rather  a  unification  of 
construction  with  poetic,  emotional  imagina- 
tion." 

This  note  by  Ligeti  might  well  be  kept  in 
mind  when  listening  to  KPFA's  broadcast  of 
the  Etudes  on  January  15th.  Also  included  in 
the  program  will  be  a  survey  of  the 
composer's  other  recent  music,  and  an  inter- 
view with  Witold  Lutoslawski  on  the  subject 
of  the  new  Grawemeyer  Award. 

Unlike  such  munificent  prizes  as  the 
MacArthur  Awards,  one  of  which  was 
received  by  Nancarrow  in  1982,  the  Grawe- 
meyer is  open  to  nominations  from  public 
sources.

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From  Myth  to  History: 


The  Writing  of  a  Novel 


By  Dorothy  Bryant 


Confessions  of  Madame  Psyche,  my  latest 
novel,  started  as  an  attempt  to  retell  the  myth 
of  Psyche  and  Eros;  it  ended  up  as  regional 
history.  I  think  it  took  this  turn  because  of 
my  dissatisfaction  with  the  response  to  my 
most  popular  book.  The  Kin  of  A  ta,  which,  of 
all  my  books,  is  most  similar  to  Madame 
Psyche  in  theme. 

The  Kin  of  A  ta  is  an  allegory  of  spiritual 
growth,  told  as  a  fantasy  lest  it  become  a  ser- 
mon. The  fantasy  form  worked,  carrying  read- 
ers emotionally  into  a  world  governed  by 
dreams,  a  somewhat  Jungian  progression  of  its 
hero  from  the  hell  of  spiritual  emptiness  to 
connection  with  Reality.  But  there  was  wide- 
spread misunderstanding.  One  reviewer  called 
the  book  4ia  novel  of  lovely,  dreamy  charm." 
Many  readers  saw  within  it  the  bliss  of  one- 
ness with  the  infinite  but  missed  the  difficul- 
ty of  the  ''straight  and  narrow"  path  to  that 
oneness,  the  constantly  escalating  demands  of 
The  Way  as  a  lifelong  process. 

I  found  appeal  in  the  myth  of  Psyche  and 
Eros  because  it  emphasizes  the  demands  of 
following  The  Way. 

In  the  myth,  Psyche  (soul)  is  so  beauti- 
ful she  is  worshipped  instead  of  Aphrodite, 


who  sends  her  son  Eros,  god  of  love,  to  pun- 
ish her.  Instead,  Eros  falls  in  love  with  Psyche 
and  installs  her  in  a  blissful  pleasure  garden 
where  he  visits  her  only  in  the  dark.  Psyche's 
curiosity  -  encouraged  by  her  two  sisters  - 
leads  her  to  disobey  her  lover's  ban  on  seeing 
him.  Lighting  a  lamp,  she  looks  upon  the  god 
of  love,  who  then  deserts  her,  casting  her  out 
into  a  hostile,  indifferent  world.  Hoping  to 
win  him  back,  she  wanders  the  earth  perform- 
ing difficult  and  dangerous  tasks  imposed  by 
Aprodite.  Finally  she  is  sent  to  Hades  to  bring 
back  some  of  Persephone's  divine  beauty.  She 
succeeds,  but,  curious  again,  she  opens  the 
box  containing  the  divine  beauty,  and 
collapses.  Eros  rescues  her  and  takes  her  to 
Olympus  where  Zeus  marries  them  and  con- 
fers immortality  on  Psyche.  The  story  con- 
cludes with  the  birth  of  a  daughter  to  Psyche 
and  Eros,  named  Joy. 

Psyche  is  also  the  Greek  word  for  butter- 
fly, the  creature  whose  metamorphosis  from 
earthly  crawling  to  winged  flight  symbolizes 
the  human  soul  transformed  by  trial. 

The  myth  is  especially  valuable  in  that  it 
puts  the  mystical  experience  -  being  swept 
away  by  the  god  of  love  -  at  the  midpoint  of 
the  story,  not  at  the  end.  The  increasingly 
difficult  and  dangerous  tasks  of  Psyche,  per- 
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formed  for  the  sake  of  love,  form  a  picture  ot 
the  developing  spiritual  life  coming  after  the 
mystical  perception.  If  mystical  experience 
were  the  goal,  one  could  reach  it  (as  many 
have)  through  drugs.  It  is  not  a  goal,  the  great 
seers  tell  us,  but  a  trap,  and  has  meaning  only 
to  the  extent  that  it  points  the  way  toward 
the  transformation  of  life. 

I  wanted  to  retell  the  story  of  Psyche  and 
Eros  in  a  modern  setting,  and  determined  to 
avoid  "dreamy  charm,"  I  grounded  it  in  de- 
tails of  real  life  in  settings  familiar  to  me, 
backed  by  research.  A  result  of  this  research 
was  that  my  novel  grew,  not  only  to  triple 
the  usual  length  of  my  books,  but  by  a  differ- 
ent process.  The  history  I  learned  through  my 
research  and  interviews  seemed  to  erupt  into 
multiple  incidents  and  characters,  many  un- 
planned, as  if  they  burst  from  local  history 
in  the  first  half  of  this  century  and  asserted 
their  place  in  my  story:  discovered,  rather 
than  invented,  by  me. 

I  began  to  take  more  and  more  liberties 
with  the  myth,  yet  its  main  lines  remained 
imbedded  in  the  novel,  which  is  told  as  the 
autobiography  of  a  woman  born  in  Hunter's 
Point  in  1895.  How  would  I  parallel  Psyche's 
beauty,  admired  yet  not  attracted  suitors? 
The  beauty  of  mixed  racial  heritage  was  often 


a  bar  to  marriage,  so  my  narrator,  Mei-li  Mur- 
row,  became  the  third  daughter  of  a  WASP 
ne'er  do  well,  conceived  with  his  Chinese  ser- 
vant -  a  situation  which  brings  into  her  story 
some  of  the  early  history  of  Asians  in  San 
Francisco. 

The  quasi-religious  worship  of  Psyche  is 
parallelled  as  Mei-li  pursues  one  of  the  few  ca- 
reers open  to  a  woman  of  her  background  and 
class  -  that  of  a  false  medium  or  clairvoyant 
named  Madame  Psyche.  My  research  showed 
that  psychic  careers  gained  great  impetus 
during  the  1906  earthquake  and  even  greater 
credibility  during  World  War  I.  Managed  by 
one  of  her  sisters,  Mei-li  spends  the  war  years 
in  London  where  she  tries  unsuccessfully  to 
break  away  from  the  burden  of  her  fraudulent 
success.  Returning  to  San  Francisco,  she  be- 
comes a  celebrity  on  early  radio. 

Continuing  with  the  myth:  the  equivalent 
of  Psyche  being  swept  away  by  Eros  is  the 
mystical  experience  which  comes  to  Mei-li  in 
1926  at  the  height  of  her  success  and  despair. 
It  gives  her  the  courage  to  leave  her  deceptive 
career.  Her  version  of  the  pleasure  garden  of 
Eros  is  an   idealistic  Utopian  commune  she

JUNE  JORDAN  &  PAGE  SMITH 

"My  mother  was  a  gently  nurtured  Southern 
(white)  woman. 

"My  mother.  .  .abandoned  as  an  infant  by  her 
own  mother,  she  managed  to  grow  up.  .  .in 
Jamaica. " 

What  can  the  children  of  women  from 
such  different  origins  have  in  common,  espe- 
cially when  one  is  a  seventy  year-old  white 
male  and  the  other  a  black  female  a  genera- 
tion younger? 

Page  Smith  and  June  Jordan  are  both 
people  of  strong  convictions  who  act  upon 
them.  Smith  gave  up  a  secure  position  at  UC 
Santa  Cruz  because  his  friend  Paul  Lee  was 
not  given  tenure  mainly  because  he  had  not 
published.  Smith  "had  long  been  a  critic  of 
the  practice  of  requiring  university  teachers 
to  publish  something  in  order  to  be  given 
tenure." 

Jordan,  in  1955,  in  Brooklyn,  "married 
white,"  knowing  that  such  an  act  guaranteed 
one  ostracism.  In  1984  she  went  to  Nicaragua 
"to  see  for  myself"  what  American  tax  dollars 
had  brought  forth  in  death  and  destruction. 


And  she  dared  to  write  about  Israel  and 
Lebanon  when  U.S.  black  women  were  not 
supposed  to  say  anything  about  foreign 
policy. 

Both  are  dedicated  teachers  who  recognize 
the  strengths  and  shortcomings  of  our  higher 
education  system,  and  write  about  ways  to 
change  it. 

Their  essays,  Jordan's  On  Call,  and  Smith's 
Dissenting  Opinions,  reveal  a  sound  under- 
standing of  history.  Though  their  conclusions 
differ  (Smith  would  reform  while  Jordan 
would  revolt),  they  both  want  a  world  where 
people  can  live  in  peace  with  dignity. 

On  the  Morning  Reading  January  26th 
through  28th  at  11:15  am,  we  present  selec- 
tions from  their  essays  and  listeners  can  dis- 
cover how,  in  today's  world,  a  Brooklyn 
brownstone  and  a  Santa  Cruz  rustic  cabin 
are  not  all  that  far  apart.

Lord  Byron. 


MAD,  BAD  &  DANGEROUS  TO 
KNOW:  Lord  Byron 

Byron  -  "a  man  in  whom  poetry  has  be- 
come incarnate"  (Wilson  Knight)-  begins  his 
200th  year  on  January  22nd.  Vilified  in  his 
own  time,  revered  if  not  understood  by  later 
generations,  he  is  now  more  read  of  than  read. 
But  his  name  is  still  magic:  he  can  be,  read  as  a 
"great  poet  in  the  big  bow-wow  style" 
(Arnold  Bennett),  as  a  martyr  to  a  foul  and 
corrupt  society,  as  a  neglected  master  of 
prose,  as  a  Scot  writing  in  a  language  not  his 
own,  or  in  any  number  of  other  ways. 

There  are  many  biographies;  here  are  a  few 
highlights:  He  was  born  with  a  club  foot,  son 
to  a  Scottish  heiress  and  "Mad  Jack"  Bryon 
(whose  first  marriage  ended  in  divorce  and 
produced  a  daughter  who  would  figure  in 
Byron's  later  life).  He  spent  his  first  years 
with  his  mother  in  Aberdeen,  inherited  a 
barony,  attended  Cambridge  (where  he  kept 
a  pet  bear,  explaining  that  the  beast  was  sit- 
ting for  a  fellowship),  travelled  in  the  Medit- 
teranean,  and  "woke  to  find  himself  famous" 
when  the  first  cantos  of  Childe  Harold's  Pil- 
grimage appeared  in  1811.  His  bisexual  af- 
fairs, his  attacks  on  tyranny,  his  startling  ob- 
jections to  cruelty  towards  animals,  and  the 
break-up  of  a  disastrous  marriage  drove  him 
from  England  forever  in  1815.  He  spent  most 
of  his  remaining  years  in  Italy,  though  he  de- 
voted his  last  days  and  much  of  his  fortune  to 
the  cause  of  Greek  independence  -  a 
"brother  across  the  centuriesof  Garibaldi  and 
Che  Guevara"  (Ronald  Stevenson). 

He  is  often  lumped  together  with  two  con- 
temporaries, as  part  of  the  Byron-Shelley- 
Keats  triumverate;  all  three  are  supreme  mas- 
ters, but  the  differences  are  far  more  striking 
than  any  similarities.  It  was  his  verse,  from 
romantic  tales  to  the  inimitable  satire  of 
Don  Juan  that  accounted  for  his  early  fame; 
his  towering  stature  in  prose  has  been  recog- 
nized only  in  our  century,  with  the  publica- 
tion of  his  letters  and  journals  (his  memoirs 
were  burned  by  his  self-styled  friends).  His 
conversation,  too,  was  treasured  and  abun- 
dantly recorded;  KPFA's  homage  on  January 
21st  and  22nd  will  draw  from  all  three 
sources,  along  with  a  song  or  two.

Kate  Wolf,  one  of  the  Bay  Area's  most  be- 
loved folk  singers,  and  a  long-time  supporter 
of  KPFA,  passed  away  on  December  10th 
after  an  eight-month  bout  with  Leukemia. 
She  was  44. 

Kate's  early  influences  ranged  from  Pete 
Seeger  to  the  Carter  Family  and  Patsy  Kline. 
Her  first  vocal  performance,  as  part  of  a  duet 
for  a  school  event,  was  of  an  Everly  Brothers 
tune. 

By  the  late  1960's,  she  was  an  active  mem- 
ber of  the  Sonoma  County  folk  music  scene, 
writing  songs  and  performing.  Her  Fust  record, 
which  she  put  out  on  Owl  Records,  her  own 
label,  was  financed  by  friends  and  recorded 
at  a  ranch  on  the  Sonoma  Coast.  It  was  en- 
gineered by  Dan  Dugan  on  a  four-track,  yet 
still  captured  the  essence  of  Kate's  music. 

Tom  Diamant,  then  a  record  distributor 
for  independent  labels,  distributed  her  first 
album,  which  sold  well.  After  working  with 
her  on  a  second  Owl  album,  she  began  record- 
ing with  Tom's  label,  Kaleidoscope.  She 
would  record  four  more  albums  for  Tom's 
label. 

Kate's  involvement  with  radio  goes  back 
to  her  enjoyment  of  the  old  Midnight  Special 
with  Gert  Chiarito  on  KPFA.  For  a  time,  she 
hosted  a  program  on  a  Sonoma  County  radio 
station.  In  1980.  Robbie  Osman,  who  had 
only  recently  been  turned  on  to  her  music,  in- 
vited Kate  to  perform  on  KPFA  as  part  of 
marathon  programming.  "Kate  was  complete- 
ly willing  do  anything  for  KPFA,"  Robbie 
remembers.  "She  never  turned  down  anything 
for  us.  She  hosted  marathon  programs,  as  well 
as  A  cross  The  Great  Divide.  She  performed  at 
the  Crafts  Fair.  She  even  allowed  her  talents 
to  be  used  as  a  'premium'  during  one  mara- 
thon. She  used  to  mention  KPFA  at  her  con- 
certs. .  .but  her  involvement  with  KPFA  was 
only  a  part  of  her  effort  to  make  this  a  caring 
world." 

She  loved  the  idea  of  hosting  A  cross  The 
Great  Divide.  She  would  bring  in  her  own  rec- 
ords while  Robbie  engineered. 

While  Kate's  early  records  came  out  oi  tne 
folk  and  country  traditions,  her  ideas  were 
her  own,  and  represented  her  commitment  to 
humanity.  "She  encouraged  people  to  be 
emotionally  open  in  the  world,"  says  Robbie, 
"and  that  meant  (as  she  put  it  in  'Give  Your- 
self to  Love*)  'open  up  your  heart  to  the  tears 
and  the  gladness." 

While  her  songs  grew  increasingly  sophisti- 
cated in  terms  of  lyrics,  structure  and  musi- 
cianship, her  ideas  were  there  from  the  start. 
She  wrote  personal  songs  .  As  Tom  Diamant 
puts  it,  "She  had  a  way  of  expressing  things 
a  lot  of  people  thought  about,  but  the  way 
she  expressed  them  made  people  think,  'that's 
the  idea  in  my  head.  That's  what  I  would  have 
wanted  to  say.'  She  hit  people  in  their  hearts, 
which  is  why  so  many  fans  had  their  own  per- 
sonal relationship  with  her  -  even  if  they 
never  actually  met  Kate.  People  who  didn't 
know  her  would  bring  needlepoint  pillows  to 
her,  to  give  as  gifts.  When  she  was  sick,  the 
Irwin  Memorial  Blood  Bank  had  to  send  a 
special  truck  up  to  Sonoma  to  accomodate 
the    many    people    who   wanted   to   help." 

Kate  had  a  strong  responsibility  to  her 
own  vision.  She  was  serious  in  her  work,  and 
always  strove  to  get  it  right.  This  sometimes 
led  to  long  hours  at  the  recording  studio. 
Diamant  again:  "For  those  of  us  who  worked 
with  her,  making  records  was  a  difficult  pro- 


cess. She  never  failed  to  amaze  us  in  the  stu- 
dio. She  always  knew  what  she  wanted,  but 
she  wasn't  technical,  and  didn't  have  the 
language  to  quite  express  what  she  wanted. 
She  would  say  That  doesn't  sound  right' and 
we  would  fiddle  around  until  she  Finally  said 
That's  It!!'  For  those  of  us  who  looked  at  the 
clock  and  thought  about  all  the  money  we 
were  spending  in  studio  time,  it  was  very 
hard.  But  when  she  got  it  the  way  she  wanted, 
it  was  always  better  than  before.  Ill  miss 
fighting  with  Kate  over  the  control  board. 
There  are  some  arguments  you  wish  you 
could  keep  having.  .  ." 

But  it  was  really  never  Kate's  style  to  get 
anyone  angry  or  upset  -  she  was  generally 
very  easy  to  work  with. 

Her  work  on  stage  was  a  revelation.  Even 
those  who  didn't  care  for  her  music  were  awed 
by  her  presence.  "It  was  something  you  could 
not  help  but  get  caught  up  in,"  said  Diamant. 

At  the  time  of  her  illness,  her  career  was 
opening  up.  She  was  about  to  begin  recording 
another  album,  she'd  recently  been  on  Prairie 
Home  Companion  and  Austin  City  Limits. 
Under  new  management,  she  was-getting  more 
bookings  and  was  about  to  become,  according 
to  Robbie,  as  popular  in  the  country  as  she 
was  in  the  Bay  Area.  During  her  illness,  she 
helped  compile  a  retrospective  album  for 
Kaleidoscope  records,  and  worked  on  it  up 
until  the  time  she  was  too  sick  to  work  at  all. 

But  beyond  all  else  -  what  made  Kate  spe- 
special  was  her  bond  with  her  listeners.  Tom 
Diamant  again:  "When  she  was  on  stage,  you 
felt  like  she  was  performing  for  you  -  just  for 
you  in  your  living  room."  And  she  sang  about 
real  feelings.  Robbie  puts  it  this  way:  "For 
Kate,  sadness  and  strong  emotions  were  not 
something  to  be  closed  off,  but  allowed  to 
enter  so  that  you  could  grow.  It  was  clear  in 
her  music  that  she  was  in  contact  with  some 
of  the  most  painful  feelings  -  loss  and 
sorrow.  But  she  was  never  beaten  or  dimin- 
ished. She  loved  life.  She  once  said  that  if 
she  wanted  to  find  songs  of  hers  that  said 
'seize  the  moment,  look  for  beauty  and  love' 
there  would  be  a  dozen.  No  matter  what  the 
sadness,  there's  a  wealth  of  beauty  in  nature 
and  honesty  in  friends.  The  way  to  live  is  to 
hold  onto  these  things  and  cherish  them.  She 
faced  her  illness  bravely.  She  decided  from 
the  onset  she  wouldn't  hide  the  fact  from  the 
public  and  she  didn't  worry  -  she  expected  to 
get  better.  But  her  concern  was  for  people  to 
learn  and  grow  from  this.  She  brought  to  the 
whole  process  of  trying  to  beat  the  disease  her 
usual  integrity,  determination  and  resilience. 
And  that  was  true  to  the  end." 

Kate  may  be  physically  gone,  but  her 
presence  remains:  in  the  memory  of  those 
who  saw  her  in  concert  and  knew  her  person- 
ally, and  in  her  music,  that  which  is  available 
now,  and  whatever  may  emerge  from  the 
various  tapes  floating  around  the  Bay  Area. 
"She  leaves  her  music,"  concludes  Robbie, 
"and  two  strong  children.  The  part  that's  im- 
measurable is  the  fact  that  Kate  strengthened 
and  enlightened  numerous  people,  and  there's 
no  way  of  telling  how  that  strength  and  light 
will  play  itself  out  in  the  world."

The  Tsugaru  shamisan  was  originally  used  to 
accompany  folk  singers  in  northern  Japan's 
Tsugaru  region.  Characterized  by  long  and 
severe  winters  and  a  unique  and  expressive  di- 
alect, Tsugaru  and  its  people  are  often  re- 
ferred to  as  "home  of  the  mind."  The  music 
derived  from  this  harsh  area  is  distinct  in  the 
way  the  shamisan  is  heard  in  traditional  Japan- 
ese music  such  as  in  Kabuki  Theatre.  Tsugaru 
shamisan  master  Takahashi  Chikuzan  was 
born  in  1910.  After  a  few  years  of  study  with 
a  local  teacher,  he  began  playing  on  his  own 
in  his  teens.  He  wandered  door  to  door  singing 
and  playing  in  exchange  for  food  and  money. 
In  1950,  Chikuzan  met  another  legendary 
figure  of  Japanese  folk  music,  Narita  Unchiku, 
who  invited  him  to  perform  together  on 
national  radio,  presenting  not  only  traditional 
ballads  but  new  compositions  as  well.  During 
the  late  1950's  and  1960's,  during  which  time 
Chikuzan  went  completely  blind  (the  result  of 
childhood  measles),  the  Ro-On  (The  Worker's 
Music  Council),  sponsored  a  series  of  national 
concerts  for  the  musician.  By  1970,  he  earned 
his  living  as  a  master  folk  singer,  composer 
and  storyteller.  A  film  of  his  life  was  made  in 
1977.  This  concert  also  features  Takahashi 
Chikuyo,  whose  shamisan  solos  are  virtuosic 
and  build  momentum  with  slashing,  percussive 
riffs  that  cut  across  her  drone-string  ostinatos. 
With  Takahashi  Chikuzan  accompanying  her 
on  Japanese  bamboo  flute,  she  also  gives 
Several  enchanting  vocal  performances,  full  of 
glottal  stops,  microtonal  ornamentation  and 
unerring  octave  jumps.  Chikuyo  is  one  of  the 
few  performers  who  can  accompany  her  own 
singing  while  playing  the  Tsugaru  shamisan.

Special  (1939-1956)  Rosetta  Nubin  was  born 
March  20,  1921  in  Cotton  Plant,  Ark., and 
started  singing  in  gospel  choirs  when  a  child. 
In  1938  she  signed  a  long-term  contract  with 
Decca  where  she  cut  a  dozen  or  so  solo  sides 
accompanying  herself  on  guitar.  In  1940,  she 
performed  at  the  Cotton  Club  next  to  Cab 
Calloway, with  whom  she  recorded  in  March 
of  that  year.  In  1941 ,  she  joined  and  also  re- 
corded with  The  Lucky  Millinder  Orch.,  with 
whom  she  cut  many  sides  plus  a  handful  of 
semi-religious  songs  on  the  V-Disc  label.  In 
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1946  she  teamed  up  with  the  famous  Sammy 
Price  Trio, a  musical  relationship  which  was  to 
last  seven  years.  In  1947,  she  began  making  a 
number  of  successful  recordings  with  Marie 
Knight, a  well-known  gospel  soloist  in  her 
own  right.  Rosetta  also  recorded  some  fine 
sides  with  her  mother  at  this  time.  In  1948, 
she  formed  the  famous  Rosetta  Gospel  Singers 
and  continued  to  record  with  them  for  Decca. 
In  1952,  she  recorded  with  The  Southwind 
Singers  and  more  importantly ,  cut  a  number 
of  extremely  fine  sides  for  both  Decca  and 
Mercury  with  The  Harmonizing  Four  of  Rich- 
mond, Virginia  in  '56.

Confessions  of  Madame  Psyche  (1)  by  Dorothy 
Bryant.  From  medium  to  mystic,  the  pilgrim- 
age of  Mei-li  "Madame  Psyche"  Murrow  takes 
her  from  San  Francisco's  Hunters  Point  during 
the  Great  Earthquake  to  Europe  in  World 
War  I,  to  the  Santa  Cruz  Mountains  in  the 
twenties,  to  the  Santa  Clara  Valley  in  the 
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founds  in  the  Santa  Cruz  Mountains  near  Fel- 
ton.  Her  desertion  of  Eros  becomes  the  failure 
of  the  commune,  for  all  the  usual  reasons.  As 
if  finally  looking  into  the  face  of  the  god  of 
love,  Mei-li  confronts  the  truth  of  how  far  she 
has  to  go  before  she  really  connects  with  the 
Reality  she  has  glimpsed. 

She  leaves  the  mountains  and  descends 
to  the  Santa  Clara  Valley,  where  she  becomes 
an  agricultural  laborer  and  organizer  during 
the  Great  Depression.  This  period  parallels  the 
arduous  and  dangerous  tasks  set  for  Psyche 
by  Aphrodite. 

And  what,  finally,  is  the  descent  into 
Hades?  In  my  novel,  Mei-li  inherits  some 
money  which  her  sister  covets  and  gets  by  a 
means  not  too  difficult  in  1940  -  she  has 
Mei-li  committed  to  Napa  State  Hospital,  a 
2000  acre  self-sufficient  farm  at  the  time. 
What  happens  there,  and  how  my  novel  con- 
cludes, with  parallels  to  the  myth,  I  leave  to 
the  reader  to  discover. 

Of  course,  it  shouldn't  and  doesn't  matter 
whether  the  reader  knows  or  cares  anything 
about  the  myth.  The  novel  must  stand  on  its 
own,  and  1  hope  it  does. 

The  characters  are  fictitious,  but  plot  de- 
tails come  from  books  and  interviews.  Mei- 
li's  commitment  papers  to  Napa  are  actually 
in  the  form  followed  at  the  time.  The  San 
Jose  canners'  strike  of  19  31  was  described  to 
me  by  one  of  the  organizers  and  documented 
in  books  and  old  newspapers.  The  commune 
in  the  Santa  Cruz  Mountains,  while  not  a  real 
one,  follows  the  main  lines  of  many  such  ex- 
periments in  California  long  before  the  well- 
known  attempts  of  the  sixties.  Interviews  and 
research  helped  recreate  early  Hunters  Point 
and  wartime  Napa  State  Hospital.  I  know 
from  my  own  experience  what  the  Santa 
Clara  Valley  orchards  looked  like  fifty  years 
ago  when  I  visited  relatives'  prune  ranches. 
My  grandmothers  and  aunts  all  worked  in  the 
canneries.  My  mother  picked  fruit  -  she 
could  never  look  at  a  strawberry  without  a 
twinge  of  remembered  back  pain. 

When  I  say  I  started  with  a  myth  and  end- 
ed with  regional  history,  I  mean  that  I  ended 
with  glimpses  of  parts  of  the  Bay  Area  totally 
transformed,  ways  of  life  lost  during  my  own 
lifetime.  But  this  is  not  a  novel  of  nostalgia, 
any  more  than  the  myth  of  Psyche  and  Eros 
is  just  a  pretty  little  love  story. 

Dorothy  Bryant  is  the  author  of  eight  novels, 
including  'The  Kin  of  Ata,  'Killing  Wonder' 
and  'A  Day  in  San  Francisco ,'  and  two  other 
works.
